The. ‘kaiser is talking more than he has talked for a 
long time. Also almost every day he gives out a state- 
ment alleging closer and closer alliances with God.  Be- 
yond doubt he is preparing the German mind for some- 

; thing. unusual—probably for the greatest slaughter that 
eWer has crimsoned the earth. He is trying to get the 
thought into the German mind that whatever the people 
may be called upon to endure, it is from God. 

' Now and then the kaiser strikes an ultra pious note. 
Not long’ ago in an address he pointed out how the Ger- 
mans had not always obeved God, therefore, they hal 
been punished, as Israel was punished when it forget God. 
He said God had_tried through one people after another 
to bring the world to righteousness. The Romans, the 
Franks, the Germans of the Holy Roman empire, were a 
tried atid found wanting, he said.

God means to have peace and He singled out the German 

Nation to bring it to the world.” Also he said he was 
ready to.make peace whenever the success of the Ger- 
man arms was recognized by the nations fighting against 
Germany.. 

In another address, just a few days ago, he declared 
“we are nearing peace—a German peace which will mould 

the future history of mankind.” And in this speech he 
also said, “we éxpéct the niighty powers of heaven to 
stand by..us while we accomplish God’s will.”
